MISSOURI INCREAS- 


ES COAL OUTPUT 


The final figures for the coal 


production of Missouri in 1911, 
according- to Edward W. Parker 
just made public by the United 
States Geological Survey, show 
an output of 3,760,607 short tons, 
valued at $6,431,066. This is a 
notable gain over the production 
of 1910, and if the banner year, 
1907, is excluded, it exceeds the 
output of the State in any other 
year since the beginning of coal 
mining. 


In 1910 coal-mining operations 


in Missouri, as in the other States 
of the Mississippi Valley region, 
were suspended for a good part 
of the year on account of labor 
troubles, resulting in a decrease 
of output for Missouri from Ji,- 
756,530 short tons in 1909 to 2,- 
982,433 tons in 1910. In 1911 
the industry was practically free 
from labor disturbances and the 
output showed an increase of 
778,174 tons, or 26.1 per cent. 
The value increased $1,102,781, 
or 20.1 per cent. The average 
price in 1911 was $1.71 a short 
ton, compared to $1.79 in 1910. 


Surrounding Coal Beds 


Strong Competitors 


The production of coal in Mis- 


souri during 1911 was normal, 
and no marked increase in the 
future above that due to increas- 
ed population in the rural dis- 
tricts may be looked for. Mis- 
souri is surrounded by other 
important coal producing States, 
where mining conditions are bet- 
ter than in most of the Missouri 
districts, and the larger cities of 
the State, St. Louis and Kansas 
City, draw their fuel supplies in 
great part from the bordering 
States. 
The markets for Mis- 


souri coals are restricted to «mi- 
paratively local territory, largely 
rural, and the railroads. Illim is 
coals are the principal competi- 
tors in the east. The coal indus- 
try in Missouri suffers also, how- 
ever, from competition with oil 
and natural gas. 


The coal mines of Missouri in 


1911 gave employment to 9,991 
men, who worked on average of 
183 days, against 9,691 men for 
an average of 154 days in 1910. 


To Missouri's coal production, 


as reported by the Geological 
Survey annually, during the last 
few years, should be added a 
considerable quantity that is 
credited to Konsas. The work- 
ings of tlje mines at Levenworth, 
Kans., on Missouri River, extend! 
under the river into Missouri! 
territory, and the larger part of 
the coal reported as produced in 
Lavenworth County, Kans./ is, 
in fact, mined in Platte County, 
Mo. This probably amounts to 
250,000 tons a year.

The Hague, Holland.—The coat of 


arms of £nkhulzeu, one of tne dead 
cities of tbe Zuyder xee, bears three 
silver ashes, wnicn, It Is explained 
are anchovies; for Enkhuiien 
owed 


a great part of Its prosperity to ttta 
anchovy fisheries. 


It Is generally supposed that tne 


ancbovy is caught exclusively tn the 
Mediterranean sea, MO it conies as a 
surprise to most people to hear that 
It i» ao largely caught off the coasts 
of Holland. Dutch fishermen have 
been familiar for ages with the fact 
that the anchovy comes up In great 
shoals at certain times of the year 
and enters the Zuyder zee to spawn. 


There have, however, been consider- 


able lapses of time when no anchovies 
at alt appeared, and when it was 
feared that the Dutch fisher folk had 
lost their means of earning a liveli- 
hood, then, suddenly, without any ap- 
parent reason the shoals of fish again 
became regular visitors. These last 
few years tbe anchovy has been par- 
ticularly plentiful. Many a Zuyder zee 
fisherman has made his living for the 
whole year during the anchovy sea- 
son, which lasts from six to eight 
weeks, and as much as 1,000 florins 
(|400) worth have been known to be 
taken In a single day. 


Formerly the method of capturing a 


shoal of anchovy consisted in stretcn- 
Ing an enormous net with small mesh- 
es between two boats. This net 
touched the sea bottom. Then tbe 
boats hoisted- sail and the more wind 
there was the better pleased were the 
fishermen. They sailed on for a while 
and then when the net was lifted It 
contained thousands of silvery fishes. 
Later on they preferred to tiah with 
stationary nets, because 
more fish 


could: be caught in that way. Each 
fisherman places his own nets In a 
certain part of the sea, and after a 
while comes to see whether they have 
been filled with fish. 


The ancbovy brings plenty of work 


for many another category of persons 
than the regular fishermen. For the 
fish have to be cleaned, salted and 
packed into casks. The cleaning is 
done almost exclusively by women and 
children, tbe salting occupies 
the 


"salter" and the making of the many 
caaks employs a little army of coop- 
ers. 
Then the packing is also done 


by experienced hands In such a wdy 
that the anchovy can be kept for many 
years without spoiling. 


The herring fl&ers also often se- 


cure millions of anchovy near the 
coasts of Holland. 
For as soon as 


they perceive a shoal coming their 
way they will fix anchovy netting into 
their herring net* and so often se- 
cure almost miraculous hauls. 


The anchovy Is a small fish, the full 


grown specimen being only fifteen cen- 
timeters (5.9 Inches) long 
The back 


of this fish is bluish and the under 
parts are white, glistening like silver 
in the sunshine.
